Advices received from Russia are to 
the effect that the Bolshevik commis- 
sioners, after receiving the rada’s re- 
jection of the Bolshevik ultimatum, sent 
another one, giving the Ukraine an ad- 
ditional forty-eight hours in which to 
reconsider its refusal to acquiesce in the 
demands of the Bolshevik government, 

Another report received here says 
that Odessa now has definitely gone 
over to the side of the Ukraine. De- 
tails of the capture of» Rostov-on-Don 
ares in Petrograd, show there were 

days of fighting before the Cos- 
sacks entered the town last Saturday, 
he Red Guards lost 800 men killed 
and 1,000 wounded in the fighting. The 
Cossacks gave short shrift to the Red 
Guards, whom they hate. The Bol- 
@hevik chiefs fled from the town on 
board warships. he cruiser Kolkvida 
sromnded in the river and was destroy- 
ed by the Cossack artillery. 

There has been no important fighting 
at Nakhitchevan, province of the Don, 
where the Bolshevik troops have fra- 
ternized with the Cossacks. A clash has 
occurred between the Bolsheviki and 
ereinians at Dolgard, Bessarabia. The 
town is on fire. 

The Terek and Kuban Cossacks are 
reported to be experiencing trouble in 
their own territories, the hill tribes 
of the northern Caucasus having risen. 

It is also said that some of the Cos- 
sacks in the Don territory are dissatis- 
fied with their -leaders and are being 
won over by the propaganda of the ex- 


tremists.

Petrograd, December 21.—Incessant 
‘fighting has occurred in many parts of 
Petrograd in connection with the ef- 
forts to check drunkenness and pre- 
vent the raiding of wine cellars. A 
mob raided one distillery, where fifteen 
soldiers GQrank themselves to death. 
Fifteen persons were killed and wound- 
ed when an armored motor car at- 
tacked the distillery, which was set on 
fire. The fire department was pre- 
vented from extinguishing the blaze by 
‘ powdies and many persons were burned 
before the situation was brought under 
control. 

The streets are running with wine in 
many sections where the soldiers are 
pumping wine-out of the cellars to 
prevent disorder.

This, With Civilian Em- 
ployees, Makes a Force of 
Approximately 80 Clerks 
to See That the Khaki 
Boys Get Santa Claus 
Packages. 


With a werking force composed of 
about sixty-five civilian clerks and 
twenty-five soldier helpers, authorities 
of the Camp Gordon postoffice are mak- 
ing extensive and efficient preparations 
for handling the monster mail that is 
beginning to pile into the camp and 
will continue during the Christmas 
holidays. 

Postoffice men state that on Friday 
a storage car and one-half of a box 
car completely filled with mail and 
packages came into the reservation 
postoffice in addition to forty pouches 
of first-class matter, and 150 sacks of 
bundles. This in itself if a monster 
inflow of mail, and clearly indicates 
that the camp is to witness an unprec- 
edented rush of matter from now on 
through the holidays. 

At the postoffice the large force of 
civilian mail clerks receive and sort 
mail for the various organizations 
making up the Eighty-second division 
The soldier-clerks confine their opera- 
tions to looking up the company’ ad- 
dresses of men to whom packages and 
letters are sent without these neces- 
sary details. 


After the mail is thus assorted it 
is sent by wagons and trucks to vari- 
ous central offices that have been es- 
tablished at each of the brigades. From 
i this central office they go to regimentab 
officega and from there they afe dis- 
tributed among the companies of the 
division. The mail is then distributed 
to the men by the regulation camp 
channels. 

This extensive system of handling 
‘mails at the camp has necessarily en- 
tailed the detailing of a number of of- 
ficers to act in charge of the brigade, 
battalion and regimental mail offices. 
These have been appointed and a large 
number of enlisted men have been de- 
tailed to aid in the work of keeping 
the mail straight and orderly during 
the rush season. 

So far as mails and their distribution 
are concerned, Camp Gordon probably 
has one of the most efficient of sys- 
tems, and men may expect to receive 
mail sent them from their homes with- 
out the usual Christmas delay,

_ Washington, December 21.—Full re- 
sponsibility for the success or failure 
of the government's shipbuilding pro- 
gram was shouldered ,today by Chair- 
man Hurley, of the shipping board, tes- 
tifying at the senate commerce com- 
mittee’s investigation of delays in ship 
construction. 

Called as the first witness in the in- 
quiry, Mr. Hurley admitted that there 


have been delays, but declared that the ! ® 


recent reorganization of the board’s 
emergency fleet corporation for the 
first time gives the chairman of the 
board proper authority and fixes re- 
sponsibility where it belongs. The dual 
organization of the board and the cor- 
poration, he said, has been done away 
with and the present general manager 
of the corporation answers directly to 
the chairman. 

“The present organization,” Mr. Hur- 
ley said, “is the only way that ships 
can be built. We do not need additional 
legislation. If the head of the institu- 
tion does not build ships it is because 
of his inefficiency, and not because of 
failure of the organization.” 

Troubles of the Board. 

From Mr. Hurley and from John A. 
Donald, who has been a member of the 
board since its creation, the committee 
drew a long story of the troubles of 
the board and the fleet corporation, 
starting with the row at the outset 
between William Denman, first chair- 
man of the board, and Major General 
Goethals, first general manager of the 
fleet corporation. 

Besides organization faults, factors 
which have contributed to the delay in 
ship construction were given by Mr. 
Hurley as the navy’s utilization of ship- 
building facilities, labor troubles, lack 
of housing for workers, the necessity 
of building new ship yards and changes 
in specifications of ships.

earlier.

wer, but the week's delay cost the 

nited States several ships. Asked why 
the order was held up, Mr. Donald said 
General Goethals was ready to issue it 
soon after power to do so was dele- 
gated by President Wilson, but that it 
was postponed at the instance of Mr.

WATER AND FUEL. 


The city of Atlanta, surrounded by 
abundant water power pogsibilities, is now, 
though ‘it be but temporarily, at the mercy 
of a coal famine. 

Lights are of necessity being curtailed 
in the business districts; car service is be- 
ing reduced, and the general public has 
been admonished to economize to the last 
degree in its consumption of electric cur- 
rent—all on account of the shortage of coal! 

Were conditions anything like normal, 
and with normal rainfall, the coal situation 
would have had no effect here in Atlanta, 
so far as power and lighting goes. Even 
a2 coal famine would not have dimmed a 
light nor stopped a street car. But on ac- 
count of the prolonged drouth-the water sup- 
ply is short at the power stations, and con- 
sequently the company serving Atlanta with 
electric current has been forced to resort to 


city’s needs; and the supply of coal is in- 
adequate. That tells the whole story, and 
in a nutshell explains Atlanta’s present diffi. 
culty. 

Now, if the Chattahoochee river, skirting 
Atlanta’s western boundary, were utilized 
as it should be it would make no difference 
so far as light and power are concerned, if 
there were never another ton of coai 
brought to the city! 

This river carries half a million poten- 
‘ial horse-power of hydro-electric energy be- 
tween Atlanta and Columbus, thats running 
to waste for want of development! 

The trouble now is that while we have 
plenty of water at the developed plants to 
supply sufficient light and power for thie 
cliy’s current needs most of the year, there 
is not enough storage capacity to tide us 
over a season of prolonged drouth. 

This problem could be solved by the con- 
struction of a storage dam across the Chat- 
tahoochee at Franklin, in Heard county, be- 
tween Atlanta and West Point, where a 
great water power site is lying idle. The 
building of a dam there would cause the 
‘formation of a magnificent lake, extending 
practically all of the way to Atlanta, and 
supply impounding capacity sufficient to 
make Atlanta independent of the coal situa- 
tion for its light and power. 

It would mean the commercial emancipa- 
tion of every power-consuming plant in the 
city—publie utility or private! 

It would mean that every pound of coal 
new being used to keep our Industries going 
would be released for domestic consumption 

and this applies to all of north Georgia 
and northeastern Alabama as well as to 
Atlanta. 

The coal, light and power situation that 
obtains’ here, too, is common. all over the 
country. Why? 

Simply because up to this time congress 
has not permitted capital to go as it would 
like to go, and take hold of the development 
of the country’s latent water-power -re- 
sources! | 

Congress seems to have held back in holy 
awe of the possibilities of water-power de- 
velopment in this country, discouraging 
rather than encouraging the harnessing of 
our streams. But the time is close at hand 
when it has got to come out of its lethargy. 

After awhile the war will be over, and 
the great wealth of the country will be hunt- 
ing for opportunities for investment. Water- 
power development is going to be a fertile 
field if the laws of the land are so shaped 
as to permit wealth to emDark upon that 

_ field without being unreasonably hampered. 

Each house of congress has passed a bill 
cirected to the unfettering of capital in 
water-power ,development. Jither bill is 
along the right lines; but they differ in cer- 
tain particulars. All that is withholding 
either from final enactment is said to be the

COAL! 


The fuel situation in Atlanta has reached 


a stage where something of a remedial na- 


ture must be done, and without further de- 

lay, or the consequences may be serious. 
Congressman William Schley Howard 

spoke nothing short of the truth when he 


said in his wire to Fuel Administrator Gar- 


field that “the situation here is alarming!” 

It is all the more alarming in its acute- 
hess, and all the more deplorable, because 
of the fact that from the evidence at hand 
it seems to be largely, if not wholly, without 
justification. 

While in several instances, as reported, 
Atlanta householders have been driven to 
the extremity of using their yard fences for 
fuel, the federal fuel administrator apparent- 
ly eliminated Atlanta from his further con- 
sideration upon the theory that this city has 
already received a supply of coal commen- 
surate with its just requirements as gauged 
by its consumption in previous years and the 
allotments made other cities. 

He has now reconsidered—so let us hope 
that definite results will be obtained without 
further delay. 

Congressman Howard sums up that phase 
of the situation correctly when he says fur- 
ther on in his telegram— 


I am informed here that_the fuel ad- 
ministrator of this state presented figures 
to show that Atlanta and vicinity had 
received a normal supply of coal for this 
year, but he failed to take into consider- 
ation that 30,000 tons, more or less, of 
coal credited to Atlanta had already been 
sent te Camp Gordon, and that thousands 
of tens in addition had been consigned 
te the smaller cities adjacent to Atlanta 
that were on the verge of freezing for 
want of fuel. < 


It is almost beyond belief that the admin- 
istrator could fail to take into account Camp 
Gordon-——where there is a population of up- 
wards of 35,000, not here a year ago—or the 
exportation of Atlanta coal to other commu- 
nities. 

It will be remembered that last summer 
the Atlanta public’ was officially advised, 
time and again, by the fuel administration 
to buy as little coal as passible at the then 
prevailing quofations, the assurance being 
that the prices would be reduced once the 
coal administration got the situation well in 
han The public generally took that advice 
at its face value—and the prices of coal, in- 
stead of decreasing, have advanéed all along 
the line! 

The dealers at that ta themselves 
fearful of an enforced reduction in prices 
and consequent curtailment of profits, “un- 
loaded” the surplus stock on hands—sold it 
and shipped to other points; the consequence 
being, cold weather came on and found At- 
lanta without sufficient coal, even at the 
kited prices! ; 

Now all that Atlanta asks is that enough 
coal be forwarded here to meet the exigency 
of the situation, and that it has a right to 
demand.

How Georgia May Now 
Raise Gold-Shod Sheep 
If It Will Only Act 


' tual 


Editor Constitution: A number of news 
items, with current editorial comment, have’ 
recently appeared in several leading dailies of 


/this state as to the possibilities of, and the 


necessity for, a revival of sheep husbandry 
in Georgia. 

This is not a debatable proposition. As 
in the case of crop diversification and live 
stock farming, the proposition was duly con- 
Sidered, tested and decided in the affirma- 
tive more than half a century ago. 

In 1874,. when the state department of 
agriculture was created, a new impetus was 
given to the industry. The recently pub- 
lished, seemingly new, declaration 
“Georgia will sustain a sheep for every acre 


of her territory” is a Georgia fact full forty 
years old. 


It has been demonstrated that sheep will 
pay, in this state, an average of 63 per cent 
net profit per annum on the investment, 

In the 70’s in south Georgia Mr. David 
Ayers, with 3,500 sheép, without a shepherd, 
realized an annual profit of 90 per cent on 


his investment and labor—the latter being 
labor in marking and shearing the animals. 

The late Hon. Rebert C. Humber, with a 
cross of the Merino on common stock, made 
a clear profit of 100 per cent per annum on 
his investment and labor. 

As in the case of Mr. Ayers, Mr. Hum- 
ber’s sheep received no attention other than 
regular salting. Wire grass in the first 
instance and Bermuda grass in the sec- 
ond instance did the work. f 

David Dickson, who successfully experi- 
mented with sheep, on one occasion, herded 
his sheep on an area in turnips. The suc- 
ceeding year witnessed a largely increased 
yield in cotton—more than two bales per 
acre. ,

In the crucial question of labor and capital 


there are a few who think that the growing 


power of labor was the great menace to 
British freedom, a greater number who think 
that the tyranny of capital was the menace, 
and by far the greatest class which believes 
that the absence of any acceptable relation 
between the two classes was the most seri- 
ous. threat’ to the domestic peace of Great 
Britain. One group, including liberals and 80- 
cialists and. Fabians (of the type of Shaw and 
thetwo Webbs) say that reforms have not gone 
far enough. Another group, represented by 
the two Chestertons, Gilbert and Cecil, Hil- 
aire Belloc, the great writer on war strate- 
Sy. and: others connected with the. brilliant 
weekly called The New Witness, believe that 
the refornis of the past generation have gone 
all too far. 


This last group has set out to wage end- 
less warfare agaiust what they call “The 
Servile State.” They say that if you con- 
Sider the acts of legislation passed in Eng- 
land during the last 20 years you find one 
thimg dominating all others, and that is the 
srowing power of the state to enslave a cer- 
tain proportion of the people, usually the 
poor. This power is hidden; it goes hand- 
in-hand with a growing power to help the 
poor. But, according to The New Witness 
group, it is slavery, although the chains are 
garianded with roses. 

The roses around the chains anyone can 
see. Take such an act as the old-age pen- 
sions. It provides for something to be a 
last resort for those who have not been able 
to put by against the inevitable gray days 
of old age. Or workingman’s insurance, 
which provides a small sum for the relief 
of employed men and women in cases of ill- 


ness, the sum being made up of a contribu- 
tion-from the employer, a levy on the wages 
and a largish sum from the state. he 
worker was once promised “ninepence’ for 
fourpence’’: when Mr. Lioyd-George was fight- 
ing his way asa financier-statesman, and the 
worker responded by putting Mr. Lloyd- 
George in office. In general a whole se- 
ries of.laws have been passed in England 
which provide the improvident with at least 
some armor against the outrages of fortune 
and which protect those who are not strong 
enough to protect themselves.

TIME TO STRAIGHTEN UP. 

An individual in perfect health has an 
erect posture or vigorous carriage, which is 
the sign of good health. Perhaps it is not 
so. well recognized that one who strives for 
a good posture thereby improves health and 
increases physical vigor, which is the natu- 
ral result of better aeration of the blood, bet- 
ter circulation and better digestion. This is 
why soldiers are taught good posture. A 
slouchy or relaxed carriage favors both 
physical and mental ‘depression, and good 
posture induces good nature and alertness 
of mind as well as physical vigor or “pep.” 
When you rest, relax to the limit; complete 
relaxation is an art and a blessing for one 
whose work entails strain. But when your 
rest period is over it is time to straighten 
up; when you work or play, brace yourself 
and be alive in every muscle. 

To learn how not to brace yourself, 
observe the tin soldiers in any movie. To 
get the correct idea, study the figure of the 
average army officer orWuill-fledged private. 
in the real. soldier the chin, the feet, the 
stomach and the hands all stay at home dur- 


ing business hours. When a real soldier or 
officer salutes, he doesn't tickle your risi- 


bilities. He commands your envy or your 
admiration. ‘ 

The essential principles of erect carriage 
are simple, yet it takes constant or at least 
hourly practice to master them. We wish 
it were a law or custom for every man, 
woman and child in America to take a brace 
every time the clock strikes the hour. It 
would clear the system and the mind of a 
lot of toxins. “ 

The first principles of erect carriage is 
the counter-balanced crank shaft which 
makes for smoothness of movement and di- 
minishes vibration. For instance, contract 
your biceps by drawing the forearm up to 


| a right angle with the arm: at the same time 


cohtract your triceps by striving to resist 
that movement and straighten the arm out 
again. Feel the biceps in front of the arm 
and the triceps in back grow hard as you 
hold the forearm rigid at half cock. Your 
arm is counterbalanced. It doesn’t vibrate 
a bit. Now put the same principle into 
action throughout the body and you are get- 
ting some fine exercise. 

The second principle is to keep your chin 
within bounds. A chin has no business hang- 
ing over your necktie nor wandering out 
forward like an advance guard, nor dscend- 
ing toward heaven as though you felt supe- 
rior to common mortals. The place for your 
chin is as nearly underneath your mouth as 
,you can keep it. An easy way to keep it 
there is by keeping the back of your neck 
touching the front of your collar button be- 
hind. That counterbalances the head and 
neck, keeps the crown feeling for the ceiling. 

The third principle is the control of the 
shoulders and chest. Clasp hands behind as 
for a rider to mount, then turn thumbs for- 
ward, downward and back without letting 
go the finger clasp. Your shoulders are now 
drawn well back and down. Now plant your 
feet squarely under you (parallel sides on 
a square, you Know), stiffen your knees by 
counterbalancing leg muscles, pull inward 
therabdomen and push upward 
and forward the chest, and there you are as 
straight as General Pershing—and was there 
ever a straighter, finer figure of a human 
being than Pershing” 

Get the hang of it. 
Get the habit. Then do it every time the 
clock strikes the hour. Think it when you 
are walking. Live it when you are working 
ov p'aving. It is a surerfire tonic, take my 
word for it.

Preaching on the text, “Thou art — 
not far from the kingdom of God,” 
Billy Sunday Friday night told the 
story of the rich young man and 
declared that while many were near 
the kingdom, if they failed to take 
the final step they were lost. The 
sermon follows in fall: 


The text, “Thou art not far from the 
Kingdom of God,” Mark 12:34, formed 
the basis for the Friday night ser- 
mon of Mr. Sunday. He said: 

“A person may be very near the 
Kingdom and yet be lost. 

“Of all sad cases of spiritual ruin

Some say: “If you want to lead me 
to God, convince my reason.” I have 
all respect for the doubting man who 
is in earnest.

You Must Accept Christ. 

“Until you accept Christ and are born 
again by faith in Him you are out of 
the kingdom. The moment you accept 
him and are born again you are in the 
kingdom. The difference is not one of 
degree, but of kind. Between a living 
and a dead person the difference is one 
kind. There are no degrees of salva- 
tion. I am aware that this is repugnant 
to some minds. 

“In the cathedral’ at Strasburg there 
is a clock so wonderful that some of 
the ignorant suppose it to have been 
fashioned by the fingers of angels. 

“It is said that the man who made 
that clock was not paid for his work, 
and was angry, and crept into the place 
at night and went into the tower and 
touchéd a secret spring in the clock. 

“The clock ceased to run, the cock 
forgot to crow, the milkmaid failed to 
trip along her way, the anvils did not 
clang and the apostles did not march 
in solemn procession. Then they paid 
the man and he went and put his fin- 
ger on the secret spring and the clock 
began to move. 

Then the cock crowed, the milkmaid 
tripped on her way, the anvils clanged 
and the apostles marched in solemn 
procession. 

The clock would stop or run at the 
touch of the maker's finger on the 
secret spring. 

The clock was an automaton, and 
when the man touched the spring it 
moved. You are not an automaton, but 
what you lack is the secret touch of 
God in your life. ‘When that touch is

Mr. Vanderlip’s Address. 


The afternoon speech, which sounds 
the keynote for the entire campaign, 
was, in part, as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman: There is not any 
question in my mind about the patriot- 
ism of Georgia. There is some ques- 
tion left in my mind whether Geor gia 
knows what a draft is going to he 
made on her patriotism, whether Geor- 
gia khows what sort of a war we are 
in, whether Georgia understands the 
effort that must be made, or how that 
effort must be translated into sacrifice 
by everybody. 

“This war, as no other war ever was, 
is not alone a war of men—it is that 
first—but it is a war of equipment. We 
all applauded when war was declared. 
We began to see congress appropriate 
money, and we learned that there was 
& new unit in measuring money—a bil- 
lion dollars; we saw congress appropri- 
ate until nineteen billion dollars of ap- 
propriations were piled up. And then 
the treasury took up the matter of get- 
ting credit, and offered bonds for 
$2,000,000,000, the greatest financial 
transaction we had evér known. But 
we —— to discover that appropria- 
tions did not fight the war, nor that 
money in the treasury. There is over a 
billion and a half in the treasury, but 
we have been eight and one-half 
months in the war, and we have not 
done any fighting yet, and we haven't 
many men to do any fighting with. 

“Well,” you will say, ‘this is a rich 
country; we are worth $250,000,000,000, 
and surely we can spare $19,000,000,000.’ 
But what does that wealth consist in? 
In farms and factories and houses, in 
all the instruments of production, 
4ransportation and distribution, and 
you can’t fight the war with those 
things. The war must be fought with 
current effort, with the results of cur- 
rent labor, with material, with entirely 
new things. 

A Huge Sum. : 

“Now, $19,000,000,000 measures the 
size of the task in dollars. That is so 
huge a sum that no one in this room 
can understand what it means. But let 
us see what it means compared with 
what the workshops have been turning 
out. Three years ago the output of 
every manufactured thin from this 
country was valued at. $26,300,000,000. 
And now we want $19,000,000,000 of 
new things. That is what you need to 
get in your minds. It is things we 
want, things to equip the army with— 
not merely subscriptions to bonds, 
purchase of war savings certificates. 
That won't do it. We have a job now

You are 
all enlisted, whether you will or not. 
A hundred million people, and until 
they can fight to a point of sacrifice, 
until they understand that this war is 
not being fought in Washington, 
that it is not a matter for the

Not Enthusiastic Over War. 


“I have been seeing a little of the 
equipment of these soldiers, seeing a 
little of our progress in the war, and 
it has not filled me with enthusiasm. 
I have been in camps where one man 
in three had a gun, and the rest had 
crooked sticks that they were being 
drilled with. I] have seen machine gun 
corps that had never handled a ma- 
chine gun. That is not preparation. 
That kind of war won’t whip any Prus- 
sian army. We have 1,800,000 men now 
that are being trained to fight. And 
I have seen a camp where there had 
been nine or ten men packed in each 
tent and as a result the day | was there, 
there were 1,640 men in the hospital, 
a hospital built for 800, and they were 
congratulating themselves that only 200 
men were without beds. *Those men 
were dying, and they were dying be- 
cause they had not had proper clothing, 
had not had the proper care and had 
caught an epidemic. The whole camp 
was in danger. 

“Now, that is just a little surface

Must Have Equipment. 

“Now, you can talk patriotism and 

but there is no 


bravery that can stand up against a 


i: machine gun if the men opposed to it 


have not the proper equipment. You 
will get your casualty lists when that 
Starts, and the tragedy is that we won't 
get those casualty lists soon enough, 
We have gone on competing with the 
government, having life as usual, lux- 
ury rather beyond the usual. Men have 
had money to spend and they have 
thought if they had the money they 
had a perfect right to spend it. We are 
just coming to understand that it is 
not any longer a matter of your ability 
to buy a thing; it is a question of 
whether the government can afford to 
have you buy that thing. The number 
of things that this government must 
produce is so gigantic that so long as 
we go on asking labor to produce what 
we have been in the habit of asking 
it to produce, the government cannot 
do its job. Men will go unarmed, the 
equipment will not be produced, and I 
don’t care how brave your men are, 
how just the cause, an organized mili- 
tary machine such as Prussia has got 
can whip any country that does not 
prepare. We have got the men; they 
nave got the courage, but they have 
zot to have something more, and con- 
Sress cannot legislate it or the treasury 
buy it unless you give this government 
the right of way in the workshops. 

“There is the great lesson that every 
one of us must learn. Don’t think that 
these war savings stamps are some- 
thing just to sell to children, for people 
of modest means. They are something 
that all of us should take to the limit 
of our capacity, to the limit that the 
government allows. We must sell $20 
apiece to the whole nation. 

“Now, the raising of $2,000,000,000 is 
a comparatively easy thing. It could 
be done in some other way. Two bil- 
lion dollars by itself will not forward 
this war. It is expending two billion 
dollars that will forward it; and if 
labor is employed in creating things 
that we could get on without, the day 
when we shall be effective in this war 
is postponed, and the number of men 
who will not return is increased. Re- 
member that. It has been said that 
money-saving is life-saving today—it is 
the truth. The number of men who 
will come home will be governed by 
the number of men at home who are* 
ready to sacrifice. 


Must Build Ships. 

“We have got to build ships faster 
than Germany can destroy them. It is 
faster than we ever built ships be- 
fore, and all the airplanes and all the 
big guns and all the drilled men we 
can get together will have no effect 
until they are landed in France and 
supported by a constant stream of ships 
.carrying things. 

“If you saw a man turning a shell 
at a lathe and knew that shell was 
going to be an effective instrument in 
a battle, you wouldn't tell him to take 
it out, that you wanted him to fix your 
automobile. If you ladies saw a woman. 
working on a gas mask, and knew that 
was going to save an American life, 
you wouldn't tell her to lay that aside 
and make you a new hat. But that is 
'what we have all been doing uncon- 
sciously. We have not appreciated our 
relation to the situation, but we have 
been tampering with the equipment of 
the army, slowing down the machinery, 
putting off the day when this army can 
be an effective instrument, giving to 
the men at the moment too few over- 


coats, too few winter clothes, not beds 
; enough in the hospitals to put the sick

General Sharpe detailed plans made

Reverting to clothing manufactur- 
ing, Senator Chamberlain said uniform 
manufacturers had complained that 
cloth was not furnished promptly by 
the department. General Sharpe said 
that undoubtedly was true in some 
eases because of mill delays. 

Senator Chamberlain suggested that 
uniform cloth makers could sell the 
cloth higher to pr‘ ‘ate tailors than to 
the government and asked if that was 
‘not one reason for the delay in govern- 
‘ment deliveries. 

“T don't think’ s0,” said General 
Sharpe. He added he had not looked 
into the question of stopping alleged 
profiteering in this cloth and that he 
was not in close present touch with 
the situation. He agreed with Sen- 
ator McKellar that it should be inves- 
tigated. 

Army Cloth for Private Firms, 

' Senator Chamberlain said there were 
‘many complaints that private garment 
makers get army cloth and furnish 
‘uniforms at high prices, but General 
|\Sharpe insisted that the army’s mill 
inspectors: had not reported any large 
quantities being sold to private makers. 
, Before clothing contracts are made, 
‘the witness said, the “board of control 
(of labor standards,” headed by Louis 
'Kirstein, of Boston, reports on wages, 
sanitation .and observance of the eight- 
‘hour day and child labor laws in the 
' factory. 

The witness said the contract form 
was designed to prevent viclation of the 
child labor law and compel manufac- 
turers to maintain proper sanitary con- 
ditions. One provision governing let- 
ting out of work to be done in private 
homes is designed to guard against 
disease, the general said.

Trade Board Gets Evidence 


Showing How Packer Se- | 


cured Control and Made 
Millions—Swift & Co. Defy 
the Board. 


Washington, December 21.—J. Ogden 
Armour was named at the federal trade 
commission's meat investigation today 
as the packer who aided F. H. Prince, 
of Boston, obtain control of the Chicago 
Junction Railway and Union Stock 
company, and turn it over to the Chi- 
cago Steck Yards company, organized 
‘and controlled by themselves. 

Records were introduced in evidence 
‘to show that after the reorganization, 
the stock yards company, without as- 
sets or business other than controlling 
;the older corporation, was able to “cut 
‘a melon” of more than $3,000,000 out of 
l the Junction railway’s surplus and to 
, declare quarterly dividends of 2% per 
,;cent on their $8,000,000 capitalization, 
| after the small investors in Junction 


anteed 9 per cent per annum. 

Testimony of W. M. Wadden, former 
‘treasurer of the stock yards company, 
and Frederick W. Croll, treasurer of 
| Armour & Co. established Mr. Ar- 


mour’s connection with the deal. Efforts | 


‘to prove that other big packers were 
interested in the company met with lit- 
tle suceess. Noncommittal replies were 
given by the witnesses to questions as 
'to what was meant by “the packers” 
and “the other Chicage people” in cor- 
respondence concerning the organiza- 
tion of the Chicago Stock Yards com- 
pany. 
Extent of Contrel of Packers. 

Francis J. Heney, special counsel, will 
parsue the matter further in other ses- 
sions of the inquiry, and also will seek 
to develop the extent of the packers’ 
control of the marketing of cattle and 
the distribution of meat products. 

Some idea of the ramifications of the 
inquiry was given today in brief ques- 
tions concerning ownership of the 
yards at Kansas City and St. Paul, Croll 
testified that meither J. Ogden Armour 
nor Armour & Co., of which J. Ogden 
Armour owns 70 per cent, had any 
interest in the Kansas City yards. 

“Did any of the big packers have a 
piant at St. Paul before Armour & 
Co. began building their plant there?’ 
asked eney. 

“Yes, Swiit & Co.,” 

“Did Armour & Co. 
for going there?” 

“A citizens’ committee agreed to do 
something, but I do not know what 
they have done nor what the total 
amount was to be.” 

‘Wai it more than $100,000?"

‘Do you know if, after this agree- 
ment was made with the St. Paul citi- 
zens’ cemmittee, any agreement was 
made with Swift to secure part owner- 
ship of the St. Paul yatds”?’

From other wit- 
nesses an effort will be made to ascer- 
tain whether Armour and Swift entered 
into any understanding regarding the 
meat packing’ Industry at St. Paul, 

Armour Concealed Identity. 

In organizing the Chicago Stock 
Yards company, J. Ogden Armour be: 
came the pogsessor of 15,520 shares, ac- 
cording to testimony, but like all the 
other shareholders, his identity was 
concealed. Croll said Armour now had 
turned in his stock to Armour & Co. in 
order that the eight other stockhold- 
ers of that concern, all of them mem- 
bers of the Armour family, might bene- 
fit. Ownership of the stock, however, 
is lumped with other assets. 

Details of the methods used by Ar- 
mour and Prince in obtaining control 
of the Junction Railways company, 
a necessary preliminary to the forma- 
tion of the new concern, were brought 
out in letters, obtained by the com- 
mittee’s investigators. 

In a letter to Armour, Prince wrote: 

‘“T propose to have the guarantee 
stock listed on the stock exchange and 
the present stock will be stricken from 
the list We shall do our best then 
to deprecrate the value of the 
standing stock so as to get the small 
holders to come in. Then, during the 
next two or three months, 
will busy itself with getting the out- 
standing stock in, which in. time we 
should get down to a minimum. 

“As soon as we have all the stock 
in, and it seems advisable, we can de- 
clare the surplus by a dividend on the 
|; old stock.” 

Armour and Prince, according to the 
letters, put up the $1,000,000 which ap- 
peared in the records as having been 
paid by Frank R. Pegram, bookkeeper 
and cashier for Prince. Armour’s 
share was $194,000, which entitled him

STRENGTH OF SPOT 
5 CONTRACT 


Greater Part of Decline Re- 
covered Before Publication 

.of .Government’s Ginning

New York, December 21.—A greater 
part of the decline following the ad- 
vance on the government's crop esti- 
mate of December 11 was recovered be- 
fore the publication of the census gin- 
ning report Thursday. Private returns, 


indicating @ very small ginning for the 
first December period, led to covering, 
while recent sellers also seemed to be 
disappointed by the failure of spot 
pressure to develop on declines. Jan- 
uary contracts, which had sold off 
from 29.85 to 28.38 at the low level of 
Saturday, touched 29.75 duri today's 
trading, while December made a new 
ry record for the season, selling at 


Near months have been relatively 
strong owing to the smal) deliveries on 
December contracts and reports that 
cotton tendered was being taken by 
houses operating for Japanese interests 
or prominent southern shippers. At 
one time today December sold at a pre- 
mium of 100 points over January, which 
seemed sufficient to relieve the situa- 
tion somewhat, and trading on that de- 
livery will end at noon Monday. 

A lull has been reported in the goods 
market, which is usual at this season 
of the year, but mills are said to be 
sold far ahead and trade interests have 
again been buyers, particularly of 
March and May deliveries in the con- 
tract market: An increased volume of 
business in southern spot markets has 
been accompanied by some scattered 
southern hedge seling here on advances 
with nothing to indicate any materia 
change in the general attitude of 
holders. 

It is reported that the British gov- 
ernment has allotted 40,000 tons of ship- 
ping for the cotton trade during Jan- 
uary, and the impression in some quar- 
ters here is that a similar allotment 
will be made each month, which would 
provide Lancashire mills with about 
450,000 bales weekly. Owing to the 
shortage of raw material many Lan- 
cashire mill operatives are employed 
only every other week. 

The goods market is reported in a 
very pppoe | position, with manufac- 
turers well sold up on their reduced 
production. Drouthy conditions in the 
southwest are attracting increased at-
